ILLI AM JAMES, the noted psychologist, stated th at one of the most 
valuable habits to form in the development of character, was to do 
some one thing each day th at you would rather not do. 
I once read an interesting statem ent about George Kell non, a noted 
lecturer and traveller, who confessed to the fact th at he was naturally of a 
cowardly disposition, but th at he determ ined to rule it out frbm his char­ 
acter. He lived in a large city, so he decided to take trips into the most 
dangerous part of th at city by night and to face whatever came before 
him. 
The story of his experiences was thrilling to the extrem e, but he 
trained himself to face any emergency. This came in handy in l.^ter years 
when he was imprisoned in Russia under the old government. 
We all know th a t life is far from being “a bed of roses.” But tllspre are 
happy compensations to make up for all the unpleasant experiences which 
we are called upon to face. 
One thing is im portant—to do the unpleasant thing without tom - 
plaining. 
Every unpleasant task looks far worse than it Ls before ^.t is 
tackled. 
Often the doing of the unpleasant task leads to something ex ­ 
tremely pleasant! 
Last evening I read an absorbing sea story by a w riter who began fife 
as a doctor, but tho opportunity to sail with a ship, which came unexpect­ 
edly, stirred his im agination, and although th a t first trip was one of danger 
and thrills and one in which he had to perform the most unpleasant of 
tasks, it decided his future—and he became a famous writer, using his 
medical knowledge as a background. 
Another im portant point to remember—the sooner an unpleasant task 
is done, the better! 
All unpleasant tasks, in time, are left behind. Like 
going over a rough road, and then into a smooth, easy one. Almost im ­ 
mediately the rough road is forgotten. T h at same feeling happens when 
the unpleasant job is over. 
Fear no unpleasant undertaking! Play your game. You embody the 
power of the cards you draw!

Cows Need Careful 
Attention in Fall 


Dairy cows ii. milk need careful 
attention during the fall months, 
says County Agent M. T. Hartm an. 
Where pastures are short at this 
season, extra feed should be provided. 
Heavy frosts 
injure 
the 
feeding 
value of pasture grass and even 
though the pasture seems abundant, 
it may not be supplying tile needed 
am ount of feed materials. 
Cows falling off in milk yield and 
losing flesh are serving notice th a t 
more feed is needed. 
Many farm ­ 
ers have found th a t it pays to give 
their cows some extra fet'd during 
the fall m onths and to put them on 
winter rations rather early in order 
to keep them in good flesh, m ain­ 
tain the milk flow', and insure bet­ 
ter winter production. 
Exposure to cold winds and cold 
rains gLso helps to pull down milk 
production and reduce profits in the 
herd. 
A careful check on pasture 
conditions, protection from rain and 
cold winds, and additional feeds as 
nsquired are points in dairy herd 
m anagem ent th a t should have care­ 
ful attention at this season of the 
y«M, concludes Mr. H artm an.
